Kingdom: Summit results unacceptable 


RIYADH, Sept. 19 (SPA) 
— Saudi Arabia believes the 
results of the Camp David 
summit do not constitute an 
acceptable formula for defi- 
nitive peace in the Middle 
East, according ’to an official 
statement issued here Tuesday 
nights 

The statement, issued after 
an extraordinary session of the 
Saudi Cabinet chaired by King 
KhaJed and attended by Crown 
Prince Fabd and Defense Mi- 
nister Prince Sultan,, said: the 
formula was unacceptable be- 
cause “it did not" make ab- 
solutely clear Israel's intention 
to withdraw from ail Arab 
tetri tones it occupies, including 
Jerusalem." 

The statement, which reite- 
rated the Kingdom's cortmrii- 
ment to the Algiers and Rabat 
summit resolutions, said the 
Camp David aocords had also 
failed to record "the right of 
the Palestinian people in self- 
determination and in setting 
up their own state in their 
homeland and on their own 
soiL" 

The agreement also “ignor- 
ed the role of the Palestine. 
Uberatibn Organization (PLO) 
which Arab summit conferen- 
ces have recognized as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinians, it added. 

“In. spke of its reservations, 
the Saudi government does not 
consider that it has a right to 
interfere in the internal affairs 
of -Any Arab country or . to op- 
pose such country's right to 
regain its lost territories by way 
armed struggle or through, 
ful efforts as long as 
dp not. contradict the 


three-hour cabinet meeting ut 
which King Hussein presided 
said Jordan would not be 
bound by agreements it had 
not helped to negotiate. 

The United States is making 
an intensive diplomatic effort 
to secure Jordanian support 
for the Israeli -Egyptian peace 
pledges. 

The cabinet statement' said 
Jordan's position remained that 
a comprehensive solution was 
required, tackling ail aspects 
of the Palestinian issue and the 

Arab- Israeli conflict. 

It criticized plans for Egypt 
and Israel to sign a peace 
treaty within three months. 

The .statement said: “The 
dissociation of any of the Arab 
parties from the responsibilities 
of the collective action to reach 
a just and comprehensive so- 
lution providing for the reco- 
very of Palestinian legitimate 
rights, of Palestinian territory 
as well as Arab rights,.... cons- 
titutes a weakening of the 
Arab stand and the chances of 
reaching a just and compre- 
hensive solution." 

The government said Israel 


would have to return all occu- 
pied Arab territories including 
the West Bank of Jordan and 
the Gaza Strip and restore 
Arab sovereignty over Arab 
Jerusalem. 

Before the meeting. King 
Hussein talked by telephone 
to Crown Prince Fahd and 
President Hafez Assad of Sy 
ria. official sources said. 

Details of the conversations 
were not released but were be- 
lieved to have dealt with a trip 
to all three countries by U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce to canvass support for the 
peace agreements. 

Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat * _ Tuesday threatened 
U.S. interests in the Middle 
East and vowed to continue 
the guerrilla war against Is- 
rael. 

In Bis first public state- 
ment on the Camp David ac- 
cords, Arafat said they were 
the latest stage in a conspi- 
racy against the Arabs, but 
that the Palestinian revolution 

would emerge stronger than 
ever.

TEHRAN, SepL 19 (Agen- 
cies) — As rescue teams 
Tuesday dug out more bodies 
from Iran’s worst earthquake 
disaster, the official death 
tolL, rose to 16,000. 

And rescue workers them- 
selves became casualties when 
a transport plane engaged m 
relief operations crashed, kill* 
ing nine persons. 

The four-engined Hercules 
aircraft crashed and burst in- 
to flames as it came in to 
land at Tehran’s main air 
base to pick up food Supplies 
for quake victims in the de- 
vastated town of Tabas. 

Four persons on board 
survived, the dead included a 
two-star air force general and 
two women civilians. 

The official Pars news 
agency reported that the death 
toll in the quake in northeas- 
tern JChorassan province was 
16,000. 

The Red Lion and Sun. 
Iran’s equivalent of the Red 
Cross, said 5,000 bodies had 
been recovered in Tabas in 


several surrounding villages 
by dusk Monday. 

Officials said the number 
of dead could reach 20,000. 

Whatever the final toll, it 
is sure to be the highest in 
Iran’s history, exceeding the 
13,000 persons killed in an- 
other quake in Khorassan 
province in 1968. 

Tabas, an oasis town on 
the edge of the Great Kavir 
Desert, was flattened by the 
quake late Saturday night 
about 11,000 of the town’s 
13,000 inhabitants were killed. 

In London Prime Minister 
James Callaghan has sent a 
message of sympathy to the 
Shah of Iran on the earth- 
quake, an official spokesman 
said. 

The message offered “dee- 
pest condolences for the 
tragic loss of life caused by 
the earthquake.” 

It also asked if there was 
any way the British govern- 
ment could help in the emer- 
gency.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 
IAP) — A bill limiting the le- 
gal immunity available to dip- 
lomatic missions in the United 
States was sent to President 
Carter on Monday. 

The bill would not abandon 
the principle that representa- 
tives of foreign governments 
can not be prosecuted or sued 
in civil actions, it would, how- 
ever, tighten the definition of 
diplomatic personnel, thus end- 
ing the special status enjoyed 
by many embassy employees. 

Backers : of the measure say 
the United States has been far 
more lenient in the matter of 
diplomatic immunity than 
most other countries and that 
the bill would bring this coun- 
try's practice in line with gene- 
ral standards. 

There have been complaints, 
especially in Washington. of 
abuse of privileges by persons 
enjoying diplomatic slaius. 
Some embassy employees use 
the immunity to avoid paying 
bills. traffic tickets or dama- 
ges, although other embassies 
are scrupulous in paying such 
obligations'. 

The bill would require dip- 
lomatic personnel to carry lia- 
bility insurance and provide 
that persoos with claims can 
sue the insurance company 
directly instead of the immune 
diplomat. 


LONDON. Sept 19 (Agen- 
cies) — BP and Shell told Sir 
Harold Wilson of their swap

Solzhenitsyn 
ends tax row 
in Switzerland 


ZURJCH, Sept. 19 (R) — 

Nobel Prize winner Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn settled his Swiss 
tax problems Monday for 
$90,000 — a small fraction of 
the $2.5 million claim lodged 
by the Zurich authorities last 
year. 

Zurich tax collectors deci- 
ded that the exiled Russian 
author had overlooked some 
of his tax liability, but they 
accepted that he had acted in 
good faith and done no 
wrong, the writer’s lawyers 
said. 

The dispute concerned 
money which went to charity, 
for which tax exemption is 
strictly iimiLed under Zurich 
law. 

The writer had renounced 
all royalties on “The Gulag 
Archipelago" in advance and, 
under Monday's settlement, 
Zurich accepted that he owed 
no taxes on the money.

Thomson Newspapers, ow- 
ners of “The Tunes,” Sunday 
Times," and the Times lite- 
rary, educational and higher 
education supplements, said 
the disputes have cost about 
$4 millipn since Jan. I. 

MJ. Hussey, managing di- 
rector and chief executive erf 
limes newspapers, said he 
and bis colleagues would con- 
tinue to try for agreement 
with the newspapers' unions, 
which include about 10 diffe- 
rent groups. 

Management wants new ag- 
reement covering disputes 
procedure, wages, technology 
and staffing. It also wants a 
guarantee of continuous pro- 
duction. 

Union restiveness springs 
Largely from fear that new 
technology will displace scores 
of workers.

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CAMP DAVID MAGIC 


• The announcement in Washington that Secretary Vance 
will visit Syria, Jordan and Saudi Arabia to “promote" the 
Gamp David settlement has underlined the pivotal role that 
these countries will play in the success or failure of the Ame- 
rican-sponsored settlement. Jordan and Syria have a direct 
.interest while Saudi Arabia is indirectly involved, but the 
ultimate result of the summit conference in the woods of 
Maryland will rest with them as much as with Egypt and 
Israel. 


The Camp David documents envisage a role for Jordan 
during the transitional period of five years when the Israeli 
'military government will give way for a self-governing autho- 
rity. King Hussein will come under tremendous pressure from 
the Americans to play ball He mil also cotoe under equal 
Arab pressure to stay out. Assuming that the opposing pres- 
sures eliminate each other, Jordan could then treat the ag- 
reements in the light of its own national interests. In this 
case it is given a choice between the poor and the unaccep- 
table. If the agreements do lead to a peaceful settlement, 
the West Bank will have been lost to the Amman govern- 
ment. If, on the other hand, snags develop and Israel refu- 
ses to withdraw from the West Bank, Jordan will have been 
made party to the legalization of die occupation. On top of 
this, the Camp David proposals leave a big question mark 
hanging over the future of Arab Jerusalem. King Hussein 
will not easily abandon his country’s claim to the holy city no 
matter what he is promised in return. 


Jerusalem figures even higher in the official Saudi think- .J 
ing. As custodians of the Muslim holy places, the Saudis 
shoulder a religious, national and emotional commitment to- 
ward the holy city whose liberation was the life ambition of 
the late King Faisal. But even before getting to this hardest 
of all nuts, the Camp David documents leave much to be 
desired as far as the Saudi position goes. It must be recalled 
that before President Sadat left for Camp David, an official 
Saudi announcement was issued to support bis quest for a 
just and lasting peace in the Middle East. In the broadest 
possible terms, tbjs peace can only rest on the withdrawal of 
the Israeli forces from the occupied territories and the resto- 
ration of legitimate Palestinian rights. Secretary Vance will 
do his best to assuage Saudi misgivings about the deal made 
at Camp David. The Saudis will be much harder to convince 
than President Sadat because they do not suffer from the 
same limitations. They are at one time ready to do everything 
for peace but determined that Arab rights are not lost in ach- 
ieving it. 

If Jordan and Saudi Arabia opt to stay out, the settle- 
ment will degenerate into a unilateral peace between Israel 
and Egypt. President Sadat has said that he will not hold a 
separate peace and, on the face of it, be has not. But the 
non-Egyptian part of the deal is questionable. Once il is for- 
mally turned: down the only thing left will be a separate 
peace agreement. The Washington administration will be des- 
perately trying to avoid such an ending. But it has probably 
used up all its magic at Camp David. Its magic, at any rate, 
does not work equally with everyone.

(The following is the White Boose text of the “Frame- 
work for the Conclusion of a Peace Treaty between Egypt 
and Israel" signed' by the Camp David summit participants.) 


1q order to achieve „ peace 
between them, Israel and Egypt 
agree to negotiate in good 
faith with a goal of concluding 
within three months of the 
signing of this framework a 
peace treaty between them. 


It is agreed that: 


Hie site of the negotiations 
will be under a United Nations 
flag at a location or locations 
to be mutually agreed. 

All of the principles of U.N. 
'Resolution 242 will apply in 
this resolution of the dispute 
between Israel and Egypt. 

Unless otherwise mutually 
agreed, terms of the peace 
treaty will be implemented bet- 
ween two and three years after 
the peace treaty is signed. 

The following matters are 

agreed between the parties: 

(A) The full exercise of 
Egyptian sovereignty up to the 
internationally recognized bor- 
der between Egypt and Manda- 
ted Palestine: 


tantinople Convention of 1888 
applying to all nations; The 
Strait of Tiran and the Gulf 
of Aqaba are international 
waterways to be open to all 
nations for unimpeded and non- 
suspendable freedom of navi- 
gation and overflight;

The Camp David agreement 
leaves dozens of loose ends. It 
hinges heavily on the willing- 
ness of Jordan to join tbe talks, 
as Jordan is expected to help 
police the area and might even- 
tually attain limited sovereignty 
over K. King Hussein has not 
yet agreed even to enter the 
talks, although American offi- 
cials say they expect that he 
will. 


Israel, according to tbe ag-

The easier of the two agree- 
ments was the one concluding 
peace between Egypt and Israel, 
and restoring tbe Sinai to 
Egypt. This agreement left only 
one unresolved -problem, the 
fate of the Israeli settlements 
in the Sinai.

Sadat wants Israel to agree to 
remove them as a prerequisite 
for the peace treaty.

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Shangri-La, at a new Jeddah location, gets high dining marks

■ JEDDAH — The Shangri-La 
Restaurant has been well ad- 
vertised since its move from 
Palestine Square and we 
were looking forward to a 
visit. The new premises, near 
the Saudi-Chinese Commercial 
Center, are on an unmade 
road off the Macarona Road. 
The approach is dusty. , but 
not impassable and there is 
ample room for parking. 

The vestibule of the Shang- 
ri-La is decorated with such 
- eclat that one wonders how 
the Chinese ever acquired their 
reputation for inscrutability. 
The overall effect is of scarlet 
and orange. There are rich, 
gilded carvings and heavy. 
Mandarin chairs. One almost 
expects the characters of some 
Peking opera to suddenly ap- 
pear leaping and brandishing 
swords to the accompaniment 
of clashing cymbals in the 
presence of the Lion General. 

Inside, there are two dining 
rooms furnished and decorat- 
ed in the same genre. The 


ceilings are of an intricately 
carved and figured dark -wood 
and there are may • engaging 
pictures on the walls.— such as 
flowers on gold in rose- wood 
frames— and banging brones 
lamps. 

The waiters, twelve smartly 
dressed and welcoming, young 
men. are all from Indonesia. 
The la oles. have white acid 
orange linen and the food is 
served on attractive, dignified, 
blue and white porcelain. 
Chopsticks are optional. 

The o. tensive menu is en- 
tirely Chinese and one is 
asked to order : by number. 
There are simple descriptions 
of each dish in English. All 
the usual soft drinks are 
available at average prices. 

We started with shrimp hails 
and soring rolls. Shrimp balls; 
are made of minced seasoned' 
shrimps tried in crisp batter 
and s: a vei with a swe*tt sauce • 
Spring rolls are crispy Pan- 
cakes folded to contain a 


tasty stuffing of meat and 
vegetables with, bean shoots. 

There is chilli sauce and soya 
sause to add to the interest 

We also had chicken and 
com soup, a smooth textured 
puree. and wanton soup, 
which is a clear consomme, 
containing small, stuffed 
dumplings and sabbage leaf. 

The soups were delicately 
flavored and pleasant to the 
taste. Like everything else, 
they were served hot and 
fresh from the cooking pot 

The excellent character of 
the Chinese cuisine is in the 
variety of colors, flavors and 
textures, the extraordinary 
sophistication of the dishes 
and the use of a great num- 
ber of ingredients. lv clearly 
reflects both the traditions 
of an ancient culture and the 
economy of a largely rural 
society, so that rich things 
and simple things, as they are

available, can be used equally should, perhaps, avoid it. De- 
well. votees of the little green dra- 

gon, however, will relish it. 


We were advised to order 
all our choices at once be- 
cause most of the dishes are 
specially prepared for each 
customer. While you are lin- 
gering over your spring rolls 
and soup, the six cooks (all 
from Taiwan) will be rushing 
about in the kitchen getting 
further delights ready. Slight , 
delays in serving may occur, 
especially if the bouse is 
busy, but the splendid offer- 
ings coming fresh and piping 
hot to your table wiU be 
worth the waiting for. 

We ordered four items, in- 
tending to share each and to 
order others later if we had 
any spare space. As it turned 
out, the helpings were gene- 
rous and although we had 
purposely avoided lunch, we 
, were reluctantly not able to 
finish every last morsel. 

Sweet-and-sour fish, chic- 
ken with bamboo shoots and 
mushrooms. beef szechuan 
and fried rice with chicken 
appeared together with bowls 
of plain rice. 

Sweet-and-sour fish is 
chunky pieces of white fish 
fried in batter and served in a 
bland sauce with carrots, peas 
and pineapple. The chicken 
dish was made up of small 
pieces of the breast with 
chunks of crisp bamboo shoot 
and white mushroom, a few - 
pieces of carrot and peas for 
color, served in a brown, 
meaty sauce. Beef Szechuan 
(the Northwestern province 
of China, near Tibet) was 
characteristically hot and 
spicy, composed of strips of 
fried beef, flavored liberally 
with chilli and served in a 
piquant sauce with bean 
shoots and onion. Those who 
find curry dishes too hot 


The fried rice was very 
much like a pulao with pieces 
of chicken, fried egg and 
peas. The rice was fine-grain- 
ed of excellent quality and it 
made a very good base for 
the other dishes. 

After a suitable pause, we 
ordered lychees to finish our 
meal and green tea to freshen 
our palates. Lychees. if you 
have never had them, are a 
rose-flavored, white-fleshej 
fruit found all over China and ! 
Southeast Asia. They are deli- 
cious fresh from their scar- j 
let, spikey skins. Of course, 
these were tinned, but nice 
enough in their scented syrup 
to be a finale to an excellent 
meal. Having enjoyed a great 
number of Chinese meals in 
Hong Kong. Macau, Singa- 
pore and Penang, during the 
“incredible hardships" of ’ liv- 
ing and working in those far- 
away places. Box Wallah can 
highly recommend the food in 
Shangri-La. 

The manager, Andrew 
Chan, comes from Hong 
Kong. He told us that Shangri- 
La is already established in 
Riyadh and Al-Khobar and 
proposes to open a house 
shortly in Jubaii. Here in Jed- 
dah. they have two dining 
rooms, each with 31 tables, 
and three private rooms (for. 
parties of up to 15 persons) to 
<■ seat a total of 175 patrons >n 
all. Andrew imports most of 
his special ingredients from 
Taiwan and Singapore. Chi- 
nese cuisine, he was saying, 
falls into three or four main 
categories. Peking tends to be 
oily, Shanghai salty. Canton 
sweet and Szechuan hot. 
Shangri-La tries to represent 
all these tendencies in the 
large number of dishes and 


specialities available. 

The bill for two, including 
drinks and service, was 117 
Riyals, which was very fair 
for the variety of dishes we 


enjoyed. The restaurant 5 s 
open for lunch from 1 to 3 
p.m. (except Fridays) and 
daily from 7 to 12 p.m. for 
dinner. Booking is advisable 


if you want to eat at a special 
time, but it would be most 
unlikely that you would ever 
be turned away. A telephone 
is shortly to be installed.

Alunni denounces court 


Italy postpones Brigades trial 


. MILAN. Sept. 19 (Agencies) 
— Captured Red Brigades 
member Corrado Alunni angri- 
ly told a heavily-guarded court 
here Tuesday that his trial had 
become an execution. The 
court postponed the hearing 
until Wednesday. 

The 30-year-old urban guer- 
rilla, arrested last Wednesday 
in an apartment full ol wea- 
pons including a machine gun. 
was facing a charge of illegal 
possession of firearms. 

Bui an arrest warrant has also 


been issued for Alunni accus- 
ing him of taking part in the 
kidnap of former Premier Al- 
do Moro on March 16. No in- 
formation has been released 
about any trial on this charge. 

"After so many defeats which 
the workers' vanguard have in- 
flicted on the bosses" Alunni 
told the court, "now, after so 
much publicity, this trial is 
becoming a symbol, ap execu- 
tion, a decapitation."

Poison cloud 
kills two in 
Genoa blast 

. GENOA, Sept. 19 IR) — 
At least two persons were 
killed by a cloud of poisonous 
fumes in a Genoa tannery 
Tuesday. 

About 40 people were taken 
to hospital, several in serious 
condition, after the accident. 
Police said it happened when 
chrome sulphate was erro- 
neously unloaded into a con- 
tainer filled with sulphodite 
sodium. „ 

This caused a chemical 
■chain reaction and sent a 
huge cloud of poison into the 
air. 

Two victims were workers 
who had been standing by 
the van from which the chemi- 
cals were unloaded. 

The accident was the third 
caused by chemicals in Italian 
factories in the past two years. 

In Seveso, north Italy, high- 
ly toxic dioxin escaped from 
a chemical factory in July 
1976, Idling thousands of 
animals and forcing the eva- 
cuation of almost 800 people 
from the area for over a year.

Milan judiciary offi- 
cials had at first 
set Alunni’s trial on the wea- 
pons possession and subversive 
activities charges for Oct. 12, 
but decided Monday to begin 
it as soon as possible. 

"We decided on a speedy 
hearing for Alunni because 
the law provides for such wheh 
there is no need for a special 
investigation,” said Chief Pro- 
secutor Mauro Gresti. 

Police believe Alunni took 
over leadership of the Red 
Brigades following the arrest 
of the gang's founder. Renata 
Curao. 

Investigating officers have 
said they believe the Red Bri- 
gades turned to increasingly 
violent attacks during recent 
years because of policy chan- 
ges initiated by Alunni. 

In addition to Moro's kill- 
ing, Alunni has been formally 
charged with the assassination 
of Turin Lawyer's Association 
President Pulvio Croce in 
1976. He is believed by police 
to have been responsible 
for other Red Brigades killings 
as well, including the shooting 
death last year of “La Stampa" 
newspaper editor Carlo Casa- 
legno.

(AP) — President Carters past 
and future rivals for the White 
House, praising his high-risk 
venture in peacemaking, predict 
it will greatly enhance his po- 
pularity and re-election, chan- 
ces.
